For several years Harvey Suther- 


land's accounts of bugs and "kindred 
creatures," published in Ainslee's Mag- 
azine, have attracted no little Interest, 
which has given rise to a volume 
which he calls "The Book of Bugs."

"Out of the West" Is receiving more 
earnest and lengthy reviewing than 
any story of recent appearance, is the 
daughter of Judge Higgins of Nebras- 
ka, an influential Democrat She is an 
alumna of St Xavier's convent at Ot- 
tawa, 111. For some time Miss Higgins 
taught school near Columbus, Neb., 
her birthplace; but deciding on a liter- 
ary career, she relinquished teaching 
and began the pursuit of journalism. 
But this profession failed to satisfy 
her Inclinations, and she finally began 
a novel which developed into "Out of 
the West" and is being received with 
flattering appreciation.

en Magazine, is a very convenient la- 
bor saver, combining the convenience 
of the serving table with tbe utility of 
the dinner wagon (a small folding ta- 
ble on casters used largely in restau- 
rants as a temporary receptacle for 
supplies). 


The "waitress" in question Is made 


from a firm box 20 inches long, 17 
inches wide and 12 inches deep. Four 
pieces of smooth 2 by 2 lumber, each 
fourteen inches long, are required to 
form the legs. The top of the box, 
supported by slats, forms one shelf. 
The board that is to be tbe base of 
the serving table must then be taken 
off and the four corners sawed out to 
admit the legs.

The United States deuisud- 
cd obedience on tho part of SI. and SI 
demanded that he be allowed to paddle 
his own canoe as he thought best. He 
was reprimanded, sent to the guard- 
house, buckeil and gagged nnd pun- 
ished in various other ways, but lie 
called the bluff every time. Tl'cy wyre 
ready to court martial hi in when we 
marched away to fight the first battle 
of Bull Kun, but he escaped from ar- 
rest and joined us on the field and 
was the only iiiau in the regiment to 
reap any honor. 
Single handed aud 


alone he captured the only Confeder- 
ate prisoner tuken in that li^ht ant! 
marched him back to the Potomac. 
Our captain trk-.l to make Si believe 
that he had done his whole duty and 
could go home with flying colors, but 
Si wasn't on the fjo. 
On the contrary, 


he was iu the guardhouse again the 
day after turning his prisoner over. 


It has always been a mystery to 


the thousand men of the Fourth infan- 
try how Si Jackson defied the United 
States and held his own. Iu the two 
years he was with us he put in nine- 
tentbs of his time iu the guardhouse. 
Four different courts martial sat on 
him and sentenced him to prison, but 
for some reason the findings were al- 
ways revoked. A hundred different 
times he was threatened with being 
drummed out, bat the threat -was nev- 
er carried into execution. He was ex- 
amined by the surgeons and his dis- 
charge recommended, but he beat them 
at the game. He was sent into the en- 
emy's country with the hope that he 
would be captured, but he always 
squeaked through. He was sent with 
the teamsters with the hope that the 
mules would end his career with their 
hoofs, but not a foot ever reached him. 
He'd fight, and fight well, but he would 
not obey orders. 
During those two 


years he never drilled a single time or 
had a spade iu his hand. He never 
stood sentry for an hour, and if he re- 
mained on picket it was because he 
preferred to. 


ATheu Si had been defying the Unit- 


ed States for two long years, he be- 
came discouraged. The load was be- 
coming too heavy for him. There were 
also rumors to tbe effect that the nest 
court martial would land him at the 
Dry Tortugas to draj,' a ball and chain 
behind him. Obstinate and mulish as 
he was, he realized that one man 
couldn't hope to beat military disci- 
pline forever. He hadn't been worsted 
yet, but it might be a good thing to 
quit while honors were even. Si Jack- 
son's first decision was to quit and his 
second to leave the service iu a blaze 
of glory not soon to bo forgotten. 
Those of us who were watching him 
uoticed that he had something on his 
mind, but were far from suspecting 
what a programme he was mapping 
out

OIL AS NAVAL FUEL. 


Urn Superiority lo Coal Demoii.-i«;-n«ed 


iiy Tt-ntN. 


The superiority of oil over conl as 


fuel bus been demoiiKtrated by U'l-'ts 
conducted by the navy on the river 
front in Washington, says the Net? 
York Tribune. It lias been shown tbat 
oil produces more heat than eoa! in ths 
ratio of 14 to 10, but it is wore ex- 
pensive when the cost of ttie burner U 
tuken Into consideration. Further ex- 
periments to bu made will result iu the 
production of a burner which will 
make oil cheaper as fuel than coal. 
Facts Indicating these conclusions are 
contained iu the preliminary report of 
the board of naval officers, of which 
Lieutenant Commander John It. Ed- 
wards Is president, which has been 
conducting the tests. Fourteen patent 
burners have been tried, none of which 
has got the full heat out of the oil 
and applied it. All varieties of oil have 
been used, but gallon for gallon like 
results have not been obtained, as one 
kind is heavier than another, with the 
natural difference in results. Pound for 
pound, however, the hcai producing 
qualities of the oils are about the same. 


From a military point of view the 


great advantage of oil arises from the 
rapidity with which it can produce 
beat and thus generate steam. In the 
battle of Santiago, for instance, It was 
some time before the Brooklyn and the 
New York got up to a comparatively 
high speed, the delay being due to the 
use of coal. 
With oil, however, suf- 


ficient heat would be developed at once 
to convert the water into steam. The 
cost of oil may be greater; but, as in 
the ease of armor, every nation must 
have the best, uo matter what the ex- 
pense may be. 
The United States 


could not afford to be behind another 
nation, although oil is more expensive 
than coal. There are at present two 
disadvantages in the use of oil by the 
navy—the absence of a satisfactory 
burner and the inability to find wells 
throughout the .world. The board be- 
lieves that it will be able to develop 
the former and tlrat it will be simple 
and satisfactory. 
Coal can generally 


he had at any point of trade routes. 
Not so with oil. It is obtained in a few 
countries only, and In time of war a 
ship propelled by this fuel would find 
difficulty in replenishing her tanks. 
The board will also study this aspect 
of the question. 


Without regard to its use for naval 


purposes a naval officer said recently 
that he saw no reason why a central 
plant should not be established in each 
city, which should lay pipes, such, for 
instance, as are used for water, and 
these with proper air pipes to furnish 
the atmospheric pressure, could be led 
into houses and furnish fuel at every 
hearth. • The board believes there is a 
great future for oil as house fuel when 
a satisfactory and cheap burner can be 
obtained.

TO LIFT TRAINS UP A SLOPE 


flfovol Plan Worked Got by Engineer 


For Wnbunli Railroad. . 


A gigantic enterprise is contemplated 


by the Gould or Wubash system on the 
line of tbe West Virginia Central rail- 
road. Plans have been drawn by which 
it is expected to lift Avhole trojns 
loaded with coal or merchandise up tbe 
side of a precipitous slope of tbe Great 
Backbone mountains, in Tucker coun- 
ty, \V. Vn., by meaus of electric 
power, and by that method make a 
double track road with an easy down 
grade both ways. The plan, which is 
said to have been thoroughly worked 
out by the engineering corps of the 
railroad, is a most remarkable one in 
many ways, says the Baltimore Ameri- 
can. 


At present the line going westward 


after leaving Cumberland runs through 
Keyser, I^edmont and Fairfax nnd 
thus on into the Blackwater canyon, 
where the scenery Is wild and magnifi- 
cent but where it Is impossible to 
maintain more than one single track. 
From Fairfax through this deep gorge 
the road descends a steep grade to 
Hendrfcks, then makes a detour to 
Parsons, and thence on up a slight 
grade to Elklns. 


The operation of this great platform 


is of course a gigantic undertaking, 
but it is believed that It can be success- 
fully worked.

operated by electric power.
